The assessment roll for the pro­ 
posed system of trunk line and relief 
sewers was filed in the County Court 
January 
25. 
Notices 
have 
been 
mailed to property owners and the 
assessment will be considered in tile 
County Court February 13. 
The average assessment for a six­ 
ty-six (66) foot lot along the line 
of the improvement averages $148 and 
for a lot w'hicfi is not on the line of 
the improvement, but receives indi­ 
rect benefit the assessment is an av­ 
erage of $48. 
The - reason these as­ 
sessments are so reasonable is due to 
the fact that unsubdivided property 
has been adequately assessed by’ the 
commissioner. 
Frequently in sewer 
cases the acre property which is ripe 
fo r subdivision is inadquately assessed 
and subdivided lands are made to car­ 
ry the large part of the tax burden. 
The assessment seems to have been 
spread according to a logical scheme 
for the distribution of the cost of the 
sewer system and the benefits to be 
derived. 
This sewer improvement will make 
possible the completion of the North­ 
west highway through Palatine and 
the construction of a county aid pave­ 
ment on Chicago avenue. 
The sewer system was designed by 
the Consoer Engineering Co., of Chi­ 
cago, who are also engineers to the 
neighboring 
municipalities 
of 
Mt. 
Prospect, Park Ridge, Northbrook, 
Schiller Park, and Niles. 
The new’ sewer system will provide 
a 54-inch outlet sewer and large 
trunk line sewers in all parts of the 
village, and large enough sewers in 
Colfax street and Chicago avenue to 
permit paving on those streets in 
1923. 
All existing sewers w’ill be 
connected with the new trunk sewers. 
This will have the effect of increas­ 
ing the effectiveness of these exist­ 
ing sewers. 
Where there are no ex­ 
isting laterals the system is so de­ 
signed that additions can be made 
upon proper showings before the 
Board of Local Improvements of the 
necessity for such additional laterals.

Probably everyone who has glanced 
at the aerial lines of the Public Serv­ 
ice Co., along the streets or at those 
strung along the roads—unless he is 
familiar with the reason for it—has 
indulged in conjectures as to the idea 
of using insulators of different sizes 
and that sometimes are made of glass 
and sometimes of porcelain. 
Every detail of the construction of 
electric apparatus has been hammered 
out by experience and that fact is 
exemplified in the insulator proposi­ 
tion. 
For big insulators are used 
where they are necessary and little 
ones where that kind is required and 
the material in them is the sort dic­ 
tated by conditions. 
In the first place why an insulator? 
Well just as water tends to flow* to 
the earth and equalize itself at sea 
level so electricity has an urge al­ 
ways to get to the earth and equalize 
itself over its surface. That tendency 
must be combatted and so wires are 
sustained at the poles carrying them 
by material wrhich doesn’t provide a 
path to the earth and this material 
in the case of the insulator is glass 
or porcelain as said. 
As to their varying sizes, this is 
the explanation. 
Every wire strung 
on poles carries electric current a t a 
certain potential or voltage above the 
earth. The attraction which the lat­ 
ter has for each wire is dependent on 
the voltage of the line. 
Accordingly 
one sized insulator must be used w’hen 
the voltage is HO, another when it is 
2,200 another when it is 12,000 or 
when it is 33,000. 
In the early stages of its use for 
many purposes the transmission of 
electrical energy was effected at low 
voltages.- Glass insulators met every 
requirement then. But when voltages 
were gradually increased, the larger 
insulators thus necessitated if made of 
glass were found frequently to be 
imperfect because of the inability of 
glass to lend itself to such construc­ 
tion. Accordingly engineering author­ 
ities adopted porcelain. 
The big in­ 
sulators made of it having several 
“petticoats” as they are called, are 
generally moulded or built up. Their 
construction and improvement makes 
a lengthy chapter in the technical 
story of electricity’s advance. 
It would be a large job to count the 
number of insulators in service on the 
lines of the Public Service Company. 
Their investment cost runs into hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars.

ham Lincoln. This output 
is not contined to Amer­ 
ica ; it is world-wide. 
To

Lincoln bibliography ts an 
impossibility for the rea­ 
son that before it can be got into print 
it is practically out of date. 
The newspapers and periodicals are 
always on the alert to print anything 
that is discovered, said and done about 
Lincoln. 
The death at Beloit, Wis., of 
“ Matt Trask, eighty-one years old, last 
survivor in this region of those who at­ 
tended I ho Lincoln-Doiigbis debate *it 
Freejwrt,” gets two sticks. 
Dix on, 111., 
proudly tells the w’orld in a quarter of 
a column thaL the, Lincoln Highway, 
as it passes through that city, “ touches 
the very site of the blockhouse where 
Abraham Lincoln was quartered,while 
serving in the Black Hawk war of 
1832.” 
The placing of a wreath on 
Lincoln’s tomb by Georges Clemeneeau 
g ets a column or two. 
And so Lin- 
colniana grows. 
Clemenceau’s visit to Springfield was 
really 
a 
noteworthy 
occasion. 
The 
war-w’orn, cynical old “ Tiger” Is one 
of the most striking figures of the 
times and is still as temperamental 
as a prima dimna, in spite of his 
eighty-one years. 
He was taken to 
the Lincoln home at his request, was 
seated In Lincoln’s armchair and was 
presented with a pen made from the 
flooring of Lincoln's room with which 
he signed the visitors’ register. 
At the tomb he blazed with wrath 
at the hafd-boiled movie operators who 
violated all ethics of the sacred spot 
and cursed them fluently in all the 
muny languages at iiis command. And 
as he placed his wreath on the sar­ 
cophagus within the crypt it was seen 
that he was moved almost to tears. 
He said as much a little later when 
he spoke to a notable gathering of the 
“ greatest American,” as he phrased It. 
He declared that he had always been 
a close student of Lincoln’s life and 
services and that the Lincoln tomb had 
been a fix ed spot in his American 
Itinerary, determined before his de­ 
parture from Paris. 
Historians will presumably see few 
points of resemblance between Lincoln 
and Clemeneeau. 
Nevertheless, it is a 
safe guess that the “ Tiger” placed that 
w reath because he wanted to, and that 
every word he said came straight from 
his heart. 
The American book output, enor­ 
mous as it is, is steadily increasing. 
Some of it Is of course of trivial im­ 
portance and even the best of it seems 
to add little to history. 
One feature 
of it, however, is of real value. 
The 
specialist on various pliases of Lin­ 
coln’s career has made his appear­ 
ance and his ex haustive researches al­ 
most invariably add a mite to our 
knowledge. 
A good ex ample of this 
kind of work, is “ Lincoln’s Last Day,” 
by J ohn W. Starr, Jr. 
The author 
accounts for almost every minute of 
Lincoln’s last twelve hours. 
He sub-' 
stantiates bis tex t with more than fifty 
notes and cites more than six ty au­ 
thorities. 
Incidentally he makes many 
corrections of errors ccmtained in sev­ 
eral widely read works on Lincoln. 
Possibly it is of compuratlvely little 
inipotian^e how Lincoln spent those 
last hours. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Starr 
lias produced something which will be 
of importance when the master biog- 
rai» her does his work. 
Former Senator Al!» ert J. Beveridge 
of Indiana has the ambition to be that 
ipaster biographer. 
Defeated at the

Illinois is one of the leading states 
In the prodnction of broom eom. 
Al­ 
most all of the broom com raised in 
Illinois, 
Is grown in 
Douglas and 
Coles counties. 
The counties adjoin­ 
ing these, raise some brush, ^ut the 
largest amount Is produced In tliese 
two. 
There seems to be no climatic 
requirement that limits the raising of 
broom com to this area. However, the 
early Introduction of the crop and the 
establishing of markets ha.s made It 
the broom corn district of Illinois. Ar­ 
eola. Mattoon and Cliarleston are the 
leading broom 
corn 
markets. 
The 
brush is co!le<*ted here and shipped to 
the different broom factories over the 
country. 
One of the largest brm» m 
factories In the world Is located at 
Paris, Illinois. 
The cultural rfHpilrements of broora- 
com are similar to tbo.se of com. The* 
seed bed is prepared In the same way 
and the crop is cultivated with the 
same impleiiienis. The seed Is planted 
with an ordinary com planter with 
plat<*s made esjiecially for that pur­ 
pose. 
Tliev resemble very much the 
plate of a*hill drop planter, but the 
hole is much smaller as a brrmm corn 
seed Is about the size of a small grain 
of wheat. 
Tlie « ^eed Is drilled In. and 
from 3r» to Trfi good healthy stalks to 
the rod Is considered a stand.

to the fact that the com is drilled, 
there is always an intensive battle 
waged between the we« *ds and the 
broiun com. 
Dry warm weather is 
considered as Idt-al for the crop. 
The brush is Imrvested wlien the 
seed begins to turn a reddish brown. 
If It Is cut before tbis. a finer green 
color of brush will be olUained. but it 
Is accompanied by a loss In w’eight 
that Is undesirable. Usually broom corn 
harvest begins about the last week in 
August and cofdinues to the middle 
of October, dep mdlng upon tlie time 
the c*om was plant(‘d and the charac­ 
ter of the growing season.

4 and if it h as a good growing sea­ 
son followed hy a late frost it will 
produce an av» *r:ige crop.

A broom corn dump is used in haul­ 
ing the brush to the threshing yard. 
The fore and rear bolsters of the farm 
wagon are removed and 
a 
fipecial 
frame is put on instead. 
These false 
bolsters, as they might be called, are 
connected by heavy side rails. 
'These 
rails form the irack for the upper part 
of the dump. This part is a flat plat­ 
form, that can be moved forward or 
backward on its track 
with 
« ase. 
When tlie load Is ready to be unloaded 
a stout stick is placed in front of 
It, so that wlien the team steps up. It 
will lift upward and at the same time 
push backward. The rear end gate is 
removed and the brush slides in order 
lo the ground. 


The seed must be removed from the 
heads before the brush can be cured 
and baled for the market. The hrooii. 
eom thresher or cylinder corresponds 
In size to an ordinary ensilage cutter 
and can be operated by any small 
farm tractor. 
The seed is removed 
by two cylinders, full of short 
teeth, 
w’hicli rotate In opiiosite directions. 
They are so set that the teeth will 
just miss each other, as the cylinder 
and concave teeth of an ordinary grain 
thresher. 
The 
heads 
are 
passed 
through this array of teeth with little 
or no seed being left on the brush. 


Before the brush Is passed through 
the thresher it must be worked or the 
heads butted down evenly. 
This Is 
d(*ne to insure getting all the seed off 
and to prevent the heads being placed 
over so far on the cylinder that it 
will be pulled from the mechanical 
holder and blown over on the seed 
pile. The seed Is of little or no value 
either as feed or fertilizer. 
.After* the com comes 
from 
the 
thresher it Is butted, heads up. and 
then carrie<l into the shed where it is 
shelved. 
Care must be taken to dis­ 
tribute the brush ev en ly over the slielf 
and not get it too 
thick, or it will 
sned-burn. 
Tlds often liappens when 
the com is the least damp <>r the shed 
is 
not 
entirely 
open. 
“ Shed-bum”

The greatest danger of rain on the 
brush in the field at harvest time lies 
in the fact that if accompsmied hy 
wind the com will be blown down and 
thus tlie cost of cutting will be con- 
skieraldy increased. 
The work of hnrv» 'sting in the field 
Is done entirely by hand. 
The first 
operation consists In breaking the 
table or “ tabling the corn.” The har­ 
vester stands with his back to the 
field and facing tlie fence. 
He seizes 
tliree or four stalks in his hands whicli 
are held about shoulder liigh. 
Tlien 
the corn is bent, midway hetw(*en the 
shoulders and the waist toward the 
middle of the row. 
Tlie hands are 
moved .fuickly in. toward the body and 
do^vn^vard at the same time. 
Ihis 
causes the corn to break at about tlie 
height of a man’s waist. 
After sev­ 
eral hunches have been broken a very 
nice table can he made by laying the 
stalks across each other. 
The lieads 
that grew on the left hand side of the 
row will then he found on the right 
hand side of tlie table. 
In breaking 
the table, if the stalks are laid in 
bunches, several heads can be cut at 
once and thus save time in cutting. 
The corn is now ready to be cut 
from the stalk. 
Each head Is en­ 
closed or rather grows out of a sheath 
or boot as it is called. Since the b<K>t 
is not wanted on che 
the method ,

Tliere are no ends in the shed 
below the gables. 
If the 
com 
is 
shelved above the lower part of the 
gables there are usually two big doors 
placed at eitlier end to allow the air 
to circulate freely through the shed. 
A slielf is formed by placing two 
stick.s 1 inch by 2 Inches, In the 
opening made by 1 inch by 4 Inch strips 
nailed to tlie supporting posts. 
Tlie 
com is laid on these sticks, and two 
mere sticks are inserted in the nex t 
opening above to form tlie nex t shelf# 
After tlie corn has been in the shed 
from one to two weeks, depending up­ 
on the stage of maturity at which it 
was cut, and the climatic conditions, 
it is eltlier baled or bulked. 
Bulking 
Is not a very common practice, but it 
i.s resorted to wlien bands are short 
at baling time. 
When com is bulked 
It is ^carried down from the shelves, 
thoroughly butted with the heads up, 
and laid in a .single pile which is 
about 2.5 feet tlilck. It is then*pressed 
down and held in place by inserting 
heavy sticks in the openings in the 
side of the shed. 
Bulking has two 
very distinct advantages; (1) It takes 
fewer men to bale the com from the 
bul\c than from :he shelf, and (2) It 
keeps the com from drying out and 
thus conserves weight. 
A neater bale 
can also be made from bulked brush, 
but this is of little Iniporvance. 
A ba’e 
of broom com weighs from 350 to 400 
pounds.

PROCLAMATION OF THE “BANNS” 


Law 
of 
Great 
Britain 
Has 
Come 
Down From the Earliest His­ 
tory of the Country. 


The word “bann” Is derived from the 
early Saxon and means to “proclaim.” 
In the very early days a dimple Jeclar- 
ation of marriage, either with or with­ 
out witnesses was considered valid; 
hilt this system led to so many abuses 
that in the year 1215 a council of the 
church laid it down that a wedding 
should only he solemnized after due 
notice had been given in the church 
for three successive Sundays. 
This 
was, of course, to inform the church 
of the intentions of its members, and to 
guard against abuses. 
In Puritan days 
additional publicity was often given to 
an impending marriage by the crying 
of tile banns iu the public market 
place. 
It is now the law of Great 
Britain—apart from church discipline
